Undoubtedly the dealers will be stocked this week, 
but so far as the formal announcement itself is concerned, 
I understand this will not come along until next week.

AS THIS IS WRITTEN, Detroit is gradually regaining 
its normalcy, following the Tiger victory in the world’s 
baseball championship series. The motor capital cer- 
tainly went nutty over the series and the battle certainly 
had an automobile angle to it through Ford sponsoring 
the radio broadcast of the six games. So it was timely 
that Bill Cameron, voice of Dearborn, should grab the 
opportunity to tell the story of how come the famous 
slogan, “Watch the Fords Go By.” I never heard it 
before and possibly you never did either. So let’s give 
Cameron an inning in the pink column. 


“WHEN YOU SEE the slogan, ‘Watch the Fords Go 


By,’ naturally you think it is an advertisement for auto- 


mobiles,” he told a radio audience. “It was originally a 
baseball cry. Years ago the old Highland Park factory 
of the Ford Motor Co. had a ball team. The field quarters 
of the team was a round bell tent, with its low walls 
rolled up for ventilation. 


“During a Saturday afternoon game a shower came on. 
The officials took shelter in the tent, but the game went 
on regardless of the shower. It was the Ford team’s 
inning. They must have been hitting pretty well that 
day, for there was a steady stream of Ford runners to 
first. The men in the tent could see the red striped 
stockings of the Ford runners twinkling past in the rain. 
And one man exclaimed: ‘What the Fords go by! Just 
watch the Fords go by!’ Someone picked it up and 
applied it to the car. That was many years ago, but they 
are still saying it.” 


NOW THAT THE world’s series has become history, 
let’s see what the automobile industry is doing this week. 
Of course, all the plants are pushing production to the 
limit and by show time you are going to find dealers well 
stocked to take advantage of the formal opening of the 
1936 automobile year in the Grand Central Palace. 
Cadillac and LaSalle are announcing this week-end and 
it looks as if two or three more will pop next week. The 
Paul Prys, however, are not idle. The schedule calls for 
press views of the De Soto and Chrysler today and 
Pontiac tomorrow. 


HARPING BACK to Chicago’s show, set for Nov. 16-23, 
let me predict it’s going to be one of the most unusual 
shows ever staged. It’s going to be a show and not just 
an exhibition. I have studied the plans of Al Faeh, who 
is again managing the affair, and I am handing him 
orchids and encomiums for his program. He doesn’t 
want me to spoil his surprise party, but if factory 
officials do not get back of Chicago this year, they’re just 
crazy, that’s all. Faeh has unlimited space at his disposal 
and the showmanship to make it an outstanding event. 


ADDED TO THIS is the strong probability of the 
NADA holding a “conference” during the Chicago show. 
It will not be the annual meeting, for already the '35 
convention has been held, but it seems to be in the cards 
to stage something at Chicago that will bring out a 
strong dealer attendance, the one thing needed to restore 
the prestige of Chicago. Detroit lost the plum because it 
was the feeling that an annual meeting in the motor 
capital in January and not held in connection with a 
show would lack the necessary punch.

available. Things at Chevrolet are reported to be in 
such shape, however, that as soon as the signal to go 
ahead is sounded plants can begin rolling at full speed 
and it is expected that before the end of the month a 
considerable bank of cars will be available.

The natural lull in car sales, which is to 
be expected with plants just turning off 
the dead center and new models not offi- 
cially announced to the public, has brought 
a slight increase in new car stocks in 
dealer hands. This is a healthy sign as the increase 
may be attributed entirely to the stocking of 1936 models 
which will enable dealers to make deliveries almost im- 
mediately when the barrier is lifted for the 1936 sales 
race. Buick already has produced some 17,500 cars, 
Packard is in the neighborhood of 5,000, Oldsmobile has 
7,000 in the field, Pontiac 6,700, Plymouth 4,000 and Dodge 
3,000. Hudson is just getting underway on its 1936 Hud-

With the show dates now less than 25 days 
away it remains to be seen just how well 
this plan can be worked out. The purpose, 
of course, is to switch some of the heavy 
buying which usually came in the spring 
over into the fall period. This would relieve production 
lines from the tremendous strains to which they have 
been subjected in past years when the clamor for cars 
to fill orders on hand forced the temporary employ- 
ment of a number of men for a few months with the 
result that regular workers were deprived of steady 
employment throughout the year. At the meeting of 
directors of the National Automobile Dealers Assn., in 
St. Louis last week, it seemed the concensus of those 
present that this new plan will definitely stimulate fall 
buying. Around this question has centered the success 
or failure of the early show plan. One very definite ad- 
vantage is foreseen in the fact that even though public 
buying habits are not materially changed, production can 
be continued at a rather even pace between now and the 
spring buying season and when that time comes deliv- 
eries can be made without delay and production during 


January, February and March continued on an even keel.

Employment in Detroit at least this shifting of new 
in Detroit model dates will bring about a happy 
Swings Up Christmas for many who in the past only 
looked upon that day with forebodings. 

The employment index as of Sept. 30, for Detroit, shows 
the number of men now on the payrolls to be 82.7 per 
cent of the 1923-25 normal level. This was the highest 
rate reported on the index of the Detroit Board of Com- 
merce since July 15, this year, and higher than at any 
similar date since 1929. The figures also represent a 
gain of 11 points over the index figure a month previous.

With reports from only three states avail- 
able for September new car registrations, 
it is scarcely more than a guess to place 
the total for the month between 200,000 
and 210,000 units. These states, Delaware, 
8S. Carolina and Wisconsin, accounted for a combined 
total of 6,300 units this year against 5,074 in 1934. In 
1934 these states accounted for about 3 per cent of the 
month’s total of 146,931 units. If this ratio holds this 
year it would bring the total to 210,000 units.
